Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  accounts  of  my  Department 
for  the  past  civic  year,  with  the  usual  Tabular  Statements  of  amounts  levied, 
collected  and  outstanding  from  the  principal  sour^^es  of  the  City  Revenue, 
Assessments,  Water  Rates  and  Personal  Taxes. 

The  Total  Revenue  of  1878  amounted  to    $1,551,490  04 

Which   as   compared  with   1877  shews  a 

decrease  of.   ...$31,422  62 

And  the  Committee  expenditure  ex  Revenue  was   1,495,261  15 

Giving  an  excess  of  Revenue  over  Expenditure   56.228  89 

a  result  more  satisfactory  than  was  anticipated,  considering  the  wide  spread 
commercial  distress  which  has  prevailed,  and  the  consequent  depression  on 
value  of  Real  Estate  and  other  sources  of  taxation. 

Property  Assessments.— The  amount  available  this  year  has  decreased 
about  10  p.  c,  from  that  of  1877,  while  the  proportion  coUcv-'tcd  is  about  the 
same  in  both,  namely,  73  p.  c.  in  1878  and  72  p.  c.  in  1877. 
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Water  Rates,  shows  a  fiillihg  of  from  the  previous  year  of  about  5  p.c* 
and  the  amount  paid  in  both  years  is  similar,  76  p.c.  oi'  the  annual  levy,  the 
balance  being  carried  to  arrears,  a  lart>e  proportion  of  which  can  never  be 
recovered.  There  has  been  increase  in  the  receipts  of  arrears  from  this 
source  to  the  extent  of  $4638. 

Business  Duty  and  Personal  Taxes,  which  appear  on  the  Assess- 
ment Rolls  have  decreased  from  the  1877  amount  by  about  17  p.c,  but  the 
actual  collections  have  been  in  excess  of  the  previous  years  by  $3646. 

Arrears  of  Astessments  and  Personal  Taxes  show  increased  col- 
lections over  those  of  1877,  to  the  extent  of  $34693. 

As  a  commission,  which  has  been  for  some  time  appointed  to  revise  the 
City  By-Laws  and  to  suggest  amendments  to  the  Charter,  will  shortly  make 
a  report  to  the  Committee  of  Chairmen,  I  consider  it  not  inopportune  to 
urge  once  more  a  scheme  for  Property  Registration  which  I  have  so 
frequently  submitted  for  consideration.  The  necessity  of  some  systematic 
plan  of  recording  locations  and  dimensions  of  property  with  changes  of  pro- 
prietorship is  apparent  to  other  Departments  besides  my  own,  and  is  considered 
of  the  greatest  importance  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  as  well  as  by  the  City 
Surveyor.  This  last  named  officer  has  had  prepared  for  me,  a  plan  of  one  of 
the  Wards,  with  which  as  a  basis,  I  propose  to  submit  a  pro  forma  sett 
of  books  to  illustrate  how  much  more  simple  and  efficient  the  asseessments 
and  collections  could  be  made  under  such  a  plan  than  with  the  limited  and 
imperfect  means  at  present  available. 

In  connection  with  the  large  sums  now"  dne  for  special  assessments  such 
as  Paving,  Drainage  and  Street  Improvements — as  well  as  for  ordinary  Assess, 
ments  on  property,  I  recently  submitted  a  scheme  for  placing  the  city  in  funds 
without  bringing  undue  pressure  upon  the  debtors  in  the  present  crisis.  This 
plan  is  simply  to  obtain  powers  from  the  Legistature  to  issue  the  City's  obliga- 
tions for  a  term  of  five  years  in  sums  of  $10  and  upwards — bearing  interest  at 
the  rate  of  5  p.  c.  per  annum  payable  semi  annually.  These  obligations  it  is 
proposed  to  make  available  at  any  time  for  the  payment  of  dues  to  the  City. 
While  all  amounts  collected  from  ths  special  sources  above  named  would  be  de- 
posited in  Bank  to  a  special  account  and  applied  only  to  the  redemption  of  the 
Bonds.    It  is  anticipated  that  the  Public  would  take  up  these  obligations 
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readily — while  the  parties  now  indebted  would  have  an  opportunity  of  paying 
by  instalments  instead  of  being  compelled  to  make  immediate  settlement,  which 
to  the  poorer  classes  of  proprietors  would,  at  present,  be  utterly  impossible 
without  sacrificing  their  properties  and  losing  the  means  already  invested 
therein. 

An  issue  of  City  Bonds  became  due  on  the  1st  of  November  last,  provi- 
sion to  meet  which  was  made  by  ejecting  a  Temporary  Loan  with  the  Bank 
of  Montreal.  The  amount  so  borrowed  will  be  repaid  from  funds  to  be  obtained 
from  a  Redemption  Loan  which  will  be  negotiated  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
powers  are  obtained  from  the  Legislature  to  have  the  alternative  of  issuing 
Terminable  Bonds  as  well  as  Permanent  Stock, — to  which  latter  the  borrowing 
powers  of  the  City  for  the  redemption  of  certain  maturing  Bonds  is  at  present 
restricted.

G-ENTLEMEN, 

Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Balance 
Sheet,  shewing  the  state  of  the  City  affairs  as  they  stood  on  the 
31st  December,  1878. 

The  statements  of  the  "  Appropriations"  and  "  Expenditure' 
of  Committees  shew  that  these  have  all  been  kept  within  the 
limits  of  the  former,  and  that  a  considers  ble  unexpended  balance 
remained  over  at  the  close  of  the  year  I  have  appended  notes 
at  the  foot  of  these  where  explanations  appeared  to  be  called  for, 
which  render  it  unnecessary  to  refer  further  to  them  here. 

The  dehcit  of  $109,920  which  occurred  in  the  revenue  of 
1875  is  extinguished  by  the  surplus  on  the  year  Just  closed — the 
amount  left  to  be  met  in  1878  having  been  less  than  the  actual 
surplus  of  that  year  as  shewn  below :

Surplus  of  1 876  applied  in  reduction   26,282

And  as  the  surplus  of  the  year  just  closed  is   55,428 


the  1875  deficit  is  not  only  wiped  out  but  a  bal  of.  37,081 
remains  as  a  working  capital  in  the  Treasury.

FUNDED  DEBT. 

The  total  funded  debt  of  the  City  31st  December, 

1878,  was  $11,331,786 

of  this  sum,  five  million  is  permanent  consolidated 
debt,  and  against  the  balance  there  is  an  accu- 
mulated Sinking  Fund  of   559,820 

$133,500  of  which  is  represented  by  Public  Securities  held  here, 
and  the  remainder  by  Sterling  Bonds  redeemed  in  England. 
See  pages  24  and  30. 

An  unusual  item  appears  among  the  liabilities  in  the 
balance  sheet  in  the  shape  of  a  1700,000  temporary  Bond  which 
calls  for  some  explanation.  $543,766  of  the  amount  will  be  found 
classed  with  the  registered  stock  and  the  balance  under  the 
head  '  Temporary  Bonds  "  under  discount. 

The  first  portion  virtually  represents  so  much  stock  or 
Permanent  Bonds — it  having  been  borrowed  from  the  Bank  to 
retire  a  like  amount  of  those  falling  due  last  November  instead 
of  placing  a  redemption  loan  upon  the  market — it  having  been 
deemed  advisable  to  defer  doing  so  till  a  later  period.  The 
remaining  portion  is  represented  by  refundments  of  special 
improvement  accounts  and  cash  on  special  deposit,  &c.,  31st 
December  as  will  be  seen  by  a  reference  to  the  balance  sheet. 

ARREARS. 

The  books  continue  to  be  cumbered  with  an  enormous  mass 
of  arrears  ot  both  special  accounts  and  ordinary  assessments 
and  w^ater  rates — and  although  a  great  deal  of  time  was  spent 
by  the  Special  Committee  appointed  in  1878  to  act*  with  the 
officers  in  this  matter,  the  real  work  is  scarcely  begun — there 
are  also  items  appearing  as  assets  of  the  City  which  convey  an 
erroneous  impression — as  the  claim  against  the  borrowers 
under  the  Fire  Relief  Loan,  &c.,  but  there  is  no  other  way  of 
getting  them  disposed  of  than  by  special  reference  to  an  autho- 
rized Committee  competent  to  investigate  and  report  upon  them. 
I  would  therefor  respectfully  request  that  a  small  Committee 
of  the  most  experienced  Members,  be  appointed  for  this  purpose 
as  soon  as  possible. 
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AUDIT. 

The  whole  of  the  Departmental  Books  have  been  regularly 
and  systematically  checked  throughout  the  year,  and  the  whole 
of  the  collections  duly  accounted  for,  as  far  as  appears  by  these  ; 
the  only  exception  being-  the  trifling  deficit  which  was  found 
in  the  accounts  of  the  late  assessment  teller  after  his  death, 
which,  with  a  few  other  ordinary  shortages,  was  made  the  subject 
of  a  special  report  to  the  Finance  Committee,  and  is  now  in 
process  of  settlement. 

The  whole  of  the  disbursements  of  the  year  have  been  con- 
fined to  the  objects  for  which  the  appropriations  were  made  at 
its  commencement,  and  have  all  been  made  on  duly  authorized 
warrants  certified  as  required  by  law.
